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HISTORICAL  NOTE 

Dorchester  is  believed  to  have  been  named  by  Gov.  Benning  Wentworth  in  honor  of  his  ancestor, 
Henry  Pierpont  -  First  Marquess  of  Dorchester,  England  (1606-1680) 

Our  first  charter  was  granted  July  8,  1761  to  Henry  Thompson  and  others.  Conditions  of 
the  charter  were  not  met  and  it  was  lost. 

A  second  charter  was  granted  November  21,  1766  -  it  too  was  lost  throu^  default. 

A  third  and  fmal  charter  was  granted  by  Gov.  John  Wentworth,  a  nephew  of  Benning  Went- 
worth, to  John  House  and  others  on  May  1,  1772.  Under  this  grant 

"Tbe  Grantees  were  to  settk  or  cause  to  be  settled,  twenty  families  by  the  first  day  of  May, 
1773  and  continue  to  add  yearly,  settlers  thereunto,  so  that  there  shall  be  actually  resident  on 
said  land  sixty  families  by  the  first  day  of  May  1777." 

"The  Grantees  were,  at  their  own  cost,  to  cut,  clear,  bridge  and  make  passable  for  carriages 
of  all  kinds  a  road  of  three  rods  width  through  the  said  township,  which  road  shall  be  completed 
in  two  years  from  the  date  of  this  grant,  in  failure  of  which  the  premises  and  every  part  thereof 
shall  be  forfeited  and  revert  to  us  our  heirs  and  successors  and  regranted  to  any  of  our  loving  subjects." 

It  seems  very  doubtful  if  the  conditions  of  this  third  and  last  charter  could  have  been  fulfilled 
had  not  the  American  Revolution  ended  the  reign  of  King  George  the  Third  and  the  power 
of  Gov.  John  Wentworth. 

The  first  two  settlers  of  Dorchester  under  the  final  grant  were  Stephen  Murch  and  Benjamin 
Rice  -  both  natives  of  Conneaicut.  They  came  first  to  Hanover  and  were  then  encouraged  by 
John  House  to  become  the -first  official  settlers  of  Dorchester. 

Tbe  facts  and  fables,  photos  and  documents  which  weave  the  rich  fabric  of  our  town  history  are  preserved 
in  the  Dorchester  Historical  Museum. 

In  addition  to  valuable  heirlooms  that  belonged  to  Dorchester's  earliest  families,  there  are  treasured 
documents,  photographs  of  families,  homes,  scenic  spots  and  early  industry.  Tbe  museum  also  contains 
a  complete  collection  of  town  reports  dating  from  1896  to  1970  successively  -  plus  a  few  older  copies 
dated  as  early  as  1865.

The  State  of  New  Hampshire 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Dorchester  in  the  County  of  Grafton  in  said  State,  qualified 
to  vote  in  Town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Dorchester  on  Tuesday  the  10th 
day  of  March,  1987,  polls  to  be  open  for  voting  on  Article  1  at  1:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
and  to  close  not  earlier  than  6:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  with  action  on  the  remaining  articles 
to  be  taken  commencing  at  7:30  in  the  evening. 

1.  To  choose  by  nonpartisan  ballot  all  necessary  Town  officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instrurt  the  Town's  representatives  to  the  General  Court 
to  take  all  necessary  measures  to  insure  that  no  low  level  radioactive  waste  from  the 
Seabrook  nuclear  plant  shall  be  stored  or  disjX)sed  of  within  this  Town  of  Dorchester 
unless  and  until  the  proposed  site  of  the  proposed  storage  or  disposal  has  been  approved 
by  the  voters  of  the  Town  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting  by  written  ballot.  (Article  by 
petition). 

3 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation 
of  taxes. 

4.  lb  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  five  hundred  sixty  dollars  ($560.00)  for  the 
purchase  of  police  emergency  lighting  equipment  and  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of 
the  amount  required  for  this  purpose  from  the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Fund. 

5.  lb  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00) 
for  the  purchase  of  forest  fire  fitting  equipment  and  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of 
the  amount  required  for  this  purpose  from  the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Fund. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  fifty-six  thousand  four 
hundred  fifty  dollars  ($56,450.00)  to  be  used  to  purchase  and  equip  a  new  truck  for 
the  Hi^way  Department,  said  truck  and  equipment  to  be  funded  as  follows:  Thirty- 
ei^t  thousand  dollars  ($38,000.00)  from  the  issuance  of  notes  in  accordance  with  RSA-3  3, 
the  Municipal  Finance  Act;  fourteen  thousand  dollars  ($14,000.00)  from  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  for  the  Purchase  of  Highway  Maintenance  Equipment;  four  thousand  four 
hundred  fifty  dollars  ($4,450.00)  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund.  (Af- 
firmative aaion  on  this  article  requires  a  two-thirds  ballot  vote.)

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars  ($25,000.00)  to  be  used  for  the  capital  improvement  of  Class  V  roads,  and  to 
authorize  the  Seleamen  to  raise  said  $25,000.00  by  borrowing  on  the  credit  of  the  Town 
through  the  issuance  of  a  note  or  notes  of  the  Town  pursuant  to  the  Municipal  Finance 
Aa,  RSA-3  3.  (Affirmative  aaion  on  this  article  requires  a  two-thirds  ballot  vote.) 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:l-c  which  authorize  any  town 
or  city  to  elea  not  to  assess,  levy  and  collea  a  resident  tax. 


9.  lb  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  recommendation  of  its  representatives  to  the  Pemi- 
Baker  Regional  Refuse  Disposal  Planning  Committee  and  appropriate  four  hundred 
seventy-six  dollars  ($476.00).  This  will  enable  the  Committee  to  gather  the  necessary 
engineering,  legal,  and  financial  information  in  order  to  determine  the  detailed  costs  for 
a  Distria  solid  waste  disposal  solution  including  but  not  limited  to  the  District  acquisi- 
tion of  and  improvements  to  the  Plymouth  Incinerator/Recycling  Facility. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  a  decrease  in  the  Town  Treasurer's  salary  from 
51,600.00  to  S600.00. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  one  or  more  highway 
agents  who,  under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen,  shall  have  charge  of  the  construction, 
maintenance,  and  repair  of  all  Town  highways  and  bridges  and  the  maintenance  and 
repair  of  all  sidewalks  within  the  Town,  except  as  provided  in  the  laws  pertaining  to 
State  aid  for  highways  and  bridges  and  Town  road  and  bridge  aid,  and  shall  have  authori- 
ty to  employ  the  necessary  workers  and  equipment,  and  purchase  timber,  planks,  and 
other  materials  for  the  construction  and  repair  of  such  hi^ways  and  bridges;  such  highway 
agents  may  remove  gravel,  rocks,  or  other  materials  fromone  part  of  the  Town  to  another, 
doing  no  damage  to  adjoining  land,  for  the  purpose  of  creating  or  otherwise  repairing 
the  same.  (A  vote  authorizing  appointment  of  highway  agents  by  the  Selectmen  shall 
continue  in  effect  until  changed  oy  majority  vote  at  an  annual  or  special  meeting.  RSA 
231:62.). 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  two  hundred  four  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  twenty-seven  dollars  and  seventy-nine  cents  ($204,727.79)  to  defray 
Town  charges.  (This  amount  includes  the  amounts  raised  in  Articles  4,  5,  6,  7  and  9.) 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  administer,  lease,  rent,  sell 
and  convey  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  real  estate  or  mineral  rights  acquired  by  the 
Town  by  any  Tax  Collector's  deed  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sign  the  necessary 
and  appropriate  documents  for  such  purposes.  And  in  the  event  of  a  sale,  any  such  sale 
shall  be  conduaed  by  advertised  sealed  bids,  negotiated  private  sale,  public  auction,  or 
in  any  other  manner  which  the  Seleamen  shall  deem  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  make  application  for,  to  accept  on 
behalf  of  the  Town,  and  to  expend  for  the  purpose  intended,  any  and  all  grants  or  other 
funds  which  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  United  States  Government, 
from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  or  from  private  foundations,  trust  or  individuals.

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LIBRARY  REPORT 

The  Library  was  closed  most  of  the  year  while  major  renovating  was  being  done.  A  new 
door  was  installed  and  new  flooring  laid  in  the  entry  hall.  Old  shelving  was  torn  out  and  new 
shelving  built.  We  have  added  more  than  200  ft.  of  shelf  space  and  gained  much  open  and 
workable  floor  space.  A  room  was  built  around  the  furnace  which  was  installed  last  year,  a 
ceiling  fan  was  installed,  a  275  gal.  oil  tank  put  in  place  behind  the  building,  and  the  interior 
of  the  Library  was  painted.  Just  before  opening  in  November,  new  drapes,  which  were  pur- 
chased by  The  Friends  of  the  Library,  were  hung  in  the  Library  and  the  Selectmen's  Office. 

The  lumber  for  all  the  shelving  and  the  flooring  was  donated  by  Bob  Thayer  and  the  work 
at  the  Library  was  done  by  Jean  Belair.  Thanks,  Bob  and  Jean.  Also,  thanks  to  George  Conkey 
who  helped  move  the  lumber  and  get  it  planed  for  use. 

While  this  was  being  done,  some  of  the  members  of  The  Friends  were  meeting  every  couple 
of  weeks  during  the  spring  and  early  summer  months,  sorting  and  cataloging  books.  Thanks 
to  their  help,  a  total  of  760  books  have  been  cataloged  and  put  on  the  shelves  this  year.  Of 
the  760  books,  77  had  been  purchased  at  the  end  of  1985  by  Mary  Morrissey,  former  librarian, 
53  were  purchased  by  me,  and  70  were  donated  to  us  by  the  Town  and  Campus  of  Plymouth. 
The  remaining  560  books  were  donations  from  members  of  our  community.  We  have  added 
one  new  magazine  to  our  subscription  list:  Profiles,  a  magazine  that  deals  exclusively  with  peo- 
ple, places,  and  things  of  New  Hampshire. 

To  coincide  with  the  opening  of  the  Library,  The  Friends  ran  a  Craft/Bake  Sale  on  Nov. 
8  &  9,  to  raise  money  to  help  support  our  Library.  I  want  to  thank  all  the  members  of  The 
Friends  who  have  actively  supported  the  Dorchester  Community  Library,  both  with  labor  and 
money. 

A  special  thanks  to  the  Grays  for  a  beautiful,  hand  painted  (by  Edith),  Shaker-type  box  which 
they  donated  to  be  raffled.  The  proceeds  were  shared  by  the  Church,  Grange,  Historical  Socie- 
ty, and  the  Library. 

The  Library  is  open  bi-weekly.  Wed.  7-9  p.m.,  and  Sat.  10-12  a.m.  Dates  are  posted  on  the 
bulletin  board  beside  the  door  at  the  Library  building.  Come  and  visit  us.  It's  your  Library

Motor  vehicle  accidents  (reported)  seem  to  be  about  the  same  as  in  the  past  and  I  urge  each 
and  every  one  that  if  you  are  involved  in  an  accident,  however  minor,  it  should  be  reported.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

There  were  thirteen  formal  meetings  and  several  work  sessions  of  the  Planning  Board  during 
1986. 

Seven  subdivision  applications  were  received.  The  Board  approved  two  Residential  Subdivi- 
sions and  four  Minor  Subdivisions.  Approval  was  given  to  the  Preliminary  Layout  of  a  third 
Residential  Subdivision.  Application  for  final  approval  of  this  map  was  received  during  the  last 
days  of  the  year.  Inquiries  were  received  by  the  Board  with  regard  to  one  subdivision  unregulated 
by  our  Regulations,  and  on  two  matters  on  which  the  Board  felt  it  had  no  jurisdiaion. 

A  major  revision  of  the  Subdivision  Regulations  was  almost  completed  by  the  end  of  the 
year.  This  revision  should  be  ready  for  hearing  early  in  1987.  In  addition,  a  public  hearing 
was  had  to  review  results  of  a  survey  concerning  revision  of  the  Master  Plan. 

Major  changes  occurred  in  the  personnel  of  the  Board  during  the  year.  One  member  resigned 
during  March  and  was  replaced  at  the  April  meeting.  During  June  three  additional  members, 
including  the  Chairman  and  Secretary,  resigned  and  were  replaced  at  the  July  meeting.  Jean 
Belair  was  elected  the  new  Chairman,  and  Val  Parker  became  Secretary.  A  new  alternate  was 
appointed  and  seated  at  the  September  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1985  and  June  1986,  we  experienced  fewer  fires  than  normal.  The  two  leading 
causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children  and  fires  kindled  without  written  permission  of  a  Forest 
Fire  Warden.  Both  causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  Town  and  State  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  prevention.  Contaa  your 
Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibility  of  State  Forestry  of- 
ficials. Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regulations;  however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest  law  may  be  violated, 
call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  became  responsible  for  the  timber  tax  payment  starting  April 
1,  1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law  that  will  impact  all  forest  landowners.  Contaa 
your  Board  of  Seleamen  for  timber  tax  forms.

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JVtASCOJVlA  HOME  HEAUTH  SERVICES 

The  staff  and  board  of  Mascoma  Home  Health  Services  has  been  very  aaive  this  year  respond- 
ing to  the  many  changes  that  are  occurring  locally  and  nationally  in  the  health  care  field.  Cost 
of  health  care  has  become  an  issue  at  all  levels.  The  need  to  operate  efficiently  and  effectively 
has  never  been  more  important  than  now,  with  the  marked  reductions  in  State  and  Federal  fund- 
ing for  health  care  and  the  increase  in  the  numbers  of  people  of  all  ages  in  need  of  community 
health  and  support  services. 

The  primary  goal  of  the  home  care  program  is  and  has  been  to  keep  individuals  out  of  costly 
institutions  by  maintaining  them  safely  and  independently  in  their  own  homes.  This  program 
is  staffed  by  nurses,  therapists,  home  health  aides,  homemakers  and  a  social  worker. 

Child  health  services  are  primarily  for  prevention  and  intervention  of  problems  that  may  arise 
in  early  childhood.  This  program  now  includes  parent  aides  to  assist  families  with  parenting 
skills,  also  a  "Mother  for  Mothers"  volunteer  network  to  provide  reassurance  to  new  mothers 
in  need  of  support.  The  traditional  well-child  clinics  held  monthly  have  an  enrolllment  of  180 
children.  All  of  these  services  have  reduced  the  need  for  acting  on  crisis  situations  which  are 
costly  and  disruptive  to  family  life. 

In  an  effort  to  reduce  the  overhead  costs  of  operation,  Mascoma  Home  Health  Services  has 
made  an  arrangement  with  the  Mascoma  Pediatric  Group  in  Canaan  to  share  office  space  and 
associated  expenses  including  clerical  staff.  This  effort  complements  the  efforts  of  both  groups 
and  strengthens  health  care  services  in  the  community. 

We  feel  that  we  have  been  most  fortunate  to  have  your  support  for  all  of  the  programs  that 
we  provide.  The  financial  assistance  that  we  have  received  from  you  has  helped  to  stretch  other 
funding  which  is  passed  on  in  care  to  patients  and  individuals  in  need  of  help  who  otherwise 
might  go  without.

The  Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Council  is  a  public,  non-profit  voluntary  association  of  towns 
and  cities  in  the  Upper  Valley  and  Lake  Sunapee  areas.  Our  thirty-one  (31)  communities  are 
in  two  states  and  five  counties. 

The  Council  consists  of  a  Board  of  Directors  and  a  professional  staff  Each  town  or  city  an- 
nually appropriates  funds  for  the  Council's  operation  and  sends  two  representatives  to  participate 
on  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  Board  elects  officers,  adopts  the  annual  work  program  and  budget, 
and  develops  policies  and  positions  on  issues  that  are  important  to  our  communities. 

The  Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Council  is  the  official  organization  that  brings  towns  and 
cities  within  our  region  together.  By  bonding  together  and  pooling  their  resources,  local  govern- 
ments have  a  highly  trained,  professional  staff  available  to  them  for  a  wide  variety  of  services. 
Areas  of  expertise  include  land  use  planning,  master  planning,  economic  and  community  develop>- 
ment,  water  quality  management,  transportation,  landscape  architecture,  housing,  capital 
budgeting,  historic  preservation,  downtown  revitalization,  solid  waste  planning,  recreation  and 
fiscal  and  environmental  impaa  analysis.  The  Council  also  serves  as  a  colleaive  voice  for  these 
towns  and  cities  in  dealings  with  state  and  federal  governments,  thereby  protecting  and  further- 
ing the  needs  and  interests  of  our  communities. 

Half  of  your  local  dues  to  the  Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Council  supports  regional  plann- 
ing and  regional  programs.  Over  the  past  year,  the  Council: 

•  prepared  the  Upper  Valley  Solid  Waste  Distria  Management  Plan  and  provided  ad- 
ministrative services  to  the  Solid  Waste  Distria; 

•  sponsored  and  helped  organize  the  Upper  Valley  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection 
Program  and  provided  assistance  to  the  New  London  League  of  Women  Voters  to  help 
create  a  similar  collection  program  in  the  New  London  area; 

•  worked  with  several  communities  in  the  Lake  Sunapee  area  to  develop  a  solution  to  their 
septage  disposal  problems; 

•  maintained  our  regional  data  base,  including  our  role  as  a  Regional  Data  Center  for  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census  and  updated  and  published  the  Economic  Profile  of  the  Upper 
Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Region  which  is  the  primary  source  of  economic  and  demographic 
data  for  our  region; 

•  provided  an  Economic  Development  Agent  for  Sullivan  County  to  help  retain  and  ex- 
pand employment  opportunities  in  the  area; 

•  testified  on  several  bills  before  the  legislature,  including  the  Conneaicut  River  Resource 
Authority  Bill,  and  distributed  summaries  of  new  and  amended  legislation  to  our 
communities; 

•  testified  on  Vermont's  5-year  highway  plan  and  New  Hampshire's  10-year  highway  plan; 

•  sponsored  the  Municipal  Law  Leaure  Series; 

•  sponsored  two  meetings  on  groundwater  protection  and  distributed  model  ordinances  to 
each  community  in  the  region; 

•  provided  administrative  services  to  the  Upper  Valley  Community  Land  Trust  and  worked 
with  the  Conneaicut  River  Watershed  Council,  Hanover  Conservation  Council  and  Sociay 
for  the  Proteaion  of  New  Hampshire  Forests  to  negotiate  voluntary  conservation  easements 
and  deed  restrictions  to  protea  open  space  and  conservation  lands; 
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•  continued  the  regional  historic  preservation  program,  including  historic  surveys,  national 
register  nominations  and  historic  preservation  plans; 

'   •    coordinated  efforts  to  secure  state  funding  for  the  Upper  Valley  Transponation  Study  and 
the  Cheshire  Bridge  and  completed  numerous  traffic  studies  for  our  communities; 

•  provided  technical  assistance  to  Advance  Transit  and  County  Coach; 

•  helped  over  a  dozen  communities  seek  state  and  federal  grant  funds  by  providing  technical 
assistance,  data  and  in  most  cases,  preparing  the  grant  applications; 

•  conduaed  a  survey  of  application  fees  for  local  land  use  regulations  and  distributed  the 
survey  results  to  several  communities; 

•  met  on  numerous  occasions  with  state  department  heads  and  legislators  to  discuss  the  needs 
and  interests  of  our  communities;  and 

•  updated  and  amended  the  Regional  Land  Use  Plan. 

As  requested  by  communities,  the  Council  conduaed  a  large  number  of  impaa  studies  con- 
cerning proposed  developments,  prepared  amendments  to  local  subdivision,  zoning,  site  plan 
review,  and  earth  excavation  regulations  and  provided  mapping,  drafting  and  other  technical 
assistance. 

The  Council  has  provided  a  number  of  specific  services  to  the  Town  of  Dorchester  over  the 
past  year  including  reviewing  the  Town's  subdivision  regulations  and  inputting  the  regulations 
onto  the  Council's  computer,  which  will  allow  the  town  to  easily  amend  its  regulations  in  the 
future  at  minimal  cost.  We  also  have  prepared  a  Community  Development  Block  Grant  af>- 
plication  on  behalf  of  the  town,  in  an  effort  to  upgrade  substandard  housing  conditions.  The 
application  was  based  on  a  Housing  Study  the  Council  completed  last  year,  funded  by  a  Feasibility 
Grant  also  written  by  the  UVLSC. 

The  Council's  staff  of  professionals  stands  ready  to  assist  your  community  in  addressing  the 
planning  and  growth  management  issues  which  you  will  face  during  the  coming  year.  We  also 
encourage  you  to  become  more  familiar  and  involved  with  the  Council,  since  we  are  essentially 
an  arm  of  local  government  addressing  your  needs. 


NOTES 
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REPORT  OF  THE  GRAFTON  COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS 

We  appreciate  the  opportunity  to  submit  the  following  report  in  our  continuing  effort  to 
directly  communicate  with  our  constituents,  realizing  your  concerns  and  our  accountability  for 
a  fiscally  conservative  budget. 

We  have  heard  that  budget  message  and  continually  strive  to  meet  mandated  and  essential 
services  in  the  most  efficient  and  effective,  yet  economical  manner  possible.  This  has  been  refleaed 
in  tight  county  budgets  the  last  two  years,  resulting  in  decreased  county  tax  requirements.  Some 
towns  may  have  seen  increased  county  taxes  due  to  evaluation  and  apportionment  formula  used 
by  the  N.H.  Dept.  of  Revenue  Administration.  However,  public  services  at  the  county  level 
still  usually  reflea  more  equitable  distribution  of  tax  dollars.  County  tax  averages  6.2%  of  base 
property  taxes. 

The  county  is  facing  the  same  problems  in  the  insurance  market  as  the  towns.  However,  we 
have  joined  in  the  N.H.  Municipal  Association's  insurance  programs  for  most  coverage  needs 
at  reasonable  cost.  We  shall  also  have  to  deal  with  the  loss  of  Revenue  Sharing  funds  in  the 
next  budget. 

It  is  too  early  to  make  a  comprehensive  report  on  the  new  welfare  system  under  Senate  Bill-1 . 
We  do  know  that  with  the  change  in  program  liabilities,  county  costs  will  substantially  increase, 
and  towns  should  realize  a  decrease  in  welfare  assistance  payments.  County  focus  under  SB-1 
is  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  children,  the  elderly  and  disabled.  Because  the  north  country  is 
growing  with  changing  needs,  growth  in  the  elderly  population,  and  expanded  service  re- 
quirements, we  must  look  to  the  future  to  meet  those  needs. 

The  House  of  Correaion  occupancy  figures  have  grown  dramatically  due  to  weekend  senten- 
cing, new  DWI  laws,  and  continuous  one  year  sentencing  to  avoid  incarceration  at  state  prison, 
causing  overcrowding  at  the  Correaional  facility.  One  option  now  under  consideration  is  the 
construaion  of  a  two  story  dormitory  type  addition  for  30  beds.  The  result  would  be  a  net 
increase  of  1 8  beds  meeting  space  standards  under  a  plan  in  line  with  previous  jail  study  recom- 
mendations, and  at  far  less  cost  than  a  new  facility. 

The  farm  continues  to  be  self-supporting,  provides  work  for  inmates,  and  offers  access  for 
experimental  projeas.  The  Register  of  Deeds  net  profit  margin  is  3.6%  of  county  revenues. 
The  Sheriffs  Dept.  provides  essential  services  in  transport,  superior  court,  dispatch,  and  other 
law  enforcement  aaivities,  with  increased  revenue  in  fees.  The  Nursing  Home  is  one  of  the 
finest  in  the  state. 

We  are  proud  of  our  county;  of  the  dedicated  staff,  exemplary  services  and  high  standard 
facilities.  Commissioners  meet  weekly,  and  encourage  public  attendance.  We  welcome  facility 
tours.  Our  thanks  and  appreciation  to  all.
